OU will perceive by tht enclosed 
copy of oidort marked I, that 
Gei eral Dejrborn, from indisposition, 
has resigned his command, not only of 
the Niagara army but of the District- 
I have doubts whether he will ever 
again be fit for acrvicc. 
He has been 
repeatedly in a state nf convalescence ; 
but relapses on tiie least agitation of 
mind. 


In my !a»t I mentioned the unfortu­ 
nate circumatunce of^he capture of our 
two Brigadiers, Chandler and Winder. 
The particulars are detailed in the re­ 
port of Col Burn, which he gives from 
the bctt information he could collect 
His corps lay a considerable distance 
tYom the scene of active opetution. as 
you will perceive by the enclosed di- 
agr. ni, which is on a scale of about 100 
yards to the inch. 
The light corps 
spoken of were Captain Hindman'- 
Nicholas’s and Biudle*» companies ol 
the 2d artillery, serving as infantry 
These three gentlemen and Captains 
Archer and Towson of the same regi­ 
ment, and Leonard of the light artillery 
are soldiers who would honor any ser­ 
vice. 
Their gallantry and that ol their 
companies was equally conspicuous on

A view of Gen. Chandler'# 
encampment will be sufficient to shew 
that his disaster was owing to its ar­ 
rangement.
